A strong economy is the great- 
est market expander of all, As- 
sistant Secretary of Agriculture J. 
Barl Coke informed the Califor- 
nia Livestock and Meat Marketing 
Conference at Davis last week.- 


Addressing some 520 Califor- 
nians interested in the cost of 
meat — ranchers, auction men, 
truckers, packers, retailers, and 
housewives — Coke predicted that 
the country has at hand ‘‘all the 
essentials for building a continu- 
ously expanding, phenomenally 
productive economy.” 

“We have the natural resoruc- 
es,” he said. ‘This is a time for 
bold, well-conceived action.” 

The USDA executive, on leave 
from his position as director of the 
University of California Agricul- 
tural Extension service, suggested 
that the entire food industry could 
do much more to educate consum- 
ers. 

“We need more education about 
food, both for good health and 
food for good business,” said Coke. 
“There are opportunities in appe- 
tites. 

“There is no doubt that with 
improved marketing and educa- 
tion, the consumption of meat can 
be’ increased considerably in this 
country. We now eat about 150

Seeding of grass follows the 
burns, with several varieties of 
grasses proving suitable for the 
reseeding program. 

Other control burns are planned 
in September in the Badger area 
and in Yokohl valley. 

Experience has shown that af- 
ter brush is burned, water condi- 
tions improve, as indicated by dry 
springs starting to run again, 
since brush takes ‘considerably 
more water out of the ground 
than grasses. In addition, live- 
stock carrying capacity of the 
land is increased many times when 
practically worthless brush areas 
are converted to range grass land.

Another old building — the Lud

Almost 40 years ago a few men 
in Santa Clara county and Los 
Angeles county, started planting 
commercial groves of eucalyptus 
as an experiment and one that is 
now remarkably successful. 


An orange grove with trees 
eight years old is worth $1,000 
an acre; a eucalyptus grove with 
trees eight years old is worth 
$1,200 per acre at least and some 
are valued as high as $4,000 per 
acre. 


One of the best-known men in 
Tulare county is Andrew Jackson 
Doty, of Springville. The judge, 
as he is familiarly called, was 
born in Illinois, in 1837; his fam- 
ily moved to Missouri in 1842, 
then about 1852, came across the 
plains to Linn county, Oregon. Mr. 
Doty worked in the northern Cali- 
fornia mines; joined a company 
of volunteers to fight the Indians 
on the Klamath river in about 
1854-55. 


After marrying Sarah Beck- 
with, in Douglas county, Oregon, 
and farming in Oregon until 1864, 
he came to Springville, taking up 
a 160-acre timber claim in the 
mountains, later known as Moun- 
tain home. He left Springville to 
spend five years on the desert as

The weather man played tricks 
on the valley hunters for the open- 
ing of the dove season. From two 
weeks to two months ago, war- 
dens were (reporting more doves 
than for several years over the en- 
tire valley, then suddenly some 
cooling breezes came over along 
with real cool nights and the birds 
scattered to the four winds. How- 
ever, there were still some rather 
heavy concentrations in a few 
areas and lots of birds throughout 
but not as abundant as a few 
weeks back. 

With the new month, we are re- 
minded that the inland or Sierra 
deer season opens September 25 
for the gun hunters and Septem- 
ber 11 to 20 incl., for the archers. 

As in the past, ‘we can perhaps 
expect the inland season to follow 
the results of the coastal area 
which will close one half hour 
after sunset, September 12. Half 
way through the coastal deer sea- 
son, surveys show practically the 
same hunting pressure but an in- 
crease deer kill of some 20. per- 
cent. Actually, only four of the 
28 counties open show a decrease

Also, 
the fish don’t seem to be too Par- 
ticular about the time of day when 
they strike out after a lure. Fish- 
ermen working this part of the 
river are taking about one trout 
for each two bass. Down at the 
head of the Pine Flat Lake, quite 
a number of bluegill are being 
taken.

Boundary would run through 
the Worth district, across Frasier 
valley, Blue ridge, over Dennison 
and down the western Sierra di- 
vivde, including the upper Tule 
river water shed. Excluded would 
Camp Nelson, 
Doyles, Wishon and Cedar Slope. 

Proponents of the district state 
that principal object in forming 
the district is to get cooperation 
from the State Forest service, the 
National Forest service and the 
Bureau of Indian affairs in the 
conversion of high-level brush 
land as a soil and water conserva- 
tion measure. 

It is estimated there will be 
about 550 landowners within the 
proposed district.

Tulare county taxes have gone down, and actual amount of 
money to be raised by direct county taxes has also declined and we 
class that in the category of good news. 

Briefly, the reduction was made possible by reduction in capital 
outlay, larger carry-over of cash reserves, tighter budgets in all de- 
partments of county government and generally, better business ad- 
ministration. 

Also a factor is a 6.82 per cent increase in assessed valuation 
within the county and a higher assessed value on public utility prop- 
erty. 

But it appears that county officials are in line with a “trend 
back to normal,” and that’s good. The days of “spend it now, get it 
someplace later” are past; people today still want good government, 
but they want economical administration and, for some strange rea- 
son, most of us would rather have that buck in our own pocket rather 
than in the tax collector’s pocket. 

Now, all the supervisors have to do is to keep the trend moving. 
Maybe next year we can get a couple of those bucks back into our 
own pocket.
